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Applicants argue that examiner has not pointed out where formation of a second subgroup from a subgroup previously identified and 
pooling of the subgroups which were selected. As indicated in the previous ofice action, Nelson et al. teach pooling of the redundant 
(=abundant) clones for generation of secondary and tertiary probes to eliminate moderately-abundant transcripts (page 214, second 
paragraph), therefore, Nelson et al. teach selecting a second and further subgroups of the original high-abundance group. Carninci et al. 
teach formation of minilbraries from the abundant cDNAs for further rounds of subtraction (Fig. 1 F, for example). Further, Carninci et al. 
teach libraries which have ben subtracted with at least two minilibraries in Table 1 (see, for example, clones 26-100, 28-104, 32-304, 
etc.). Therefore, Carninci et al. teach selection of subgroups and subtraction using further subgroups. Since each of the libraries in 
Table 1 was obtained from several subtractions, Carninci et al. teach poling the selected subtracted groups together to form the final 
library 
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
